A detailed study of Pan America— 


comprising the United States and the 
21 nations that live south of us, and 
of our foreign trade with them in 
future years—was given Hope notary 
club in Hotel Barlow Friday noon by 
J. R. Henry. 


Eighteen of those countries speak 


Spanish, Mr. Henry said; but except 
for that their history closely resembles 
that of the English-speaking United i 
Stales.

"They, like 
ourselves," said

Henry, "were once owned by a Euro- 
pean power which persisted in treat- 
ing them as colonies rather than a 
part of the mother country—and, like 
Ihe United States, (hey finally re- 
volted. 


"But the South American wars of 


liberation were much longer than our 
own. They began in 1810. and did not 
end until the final defeat of the Euro- 
peans in the 
Andes 
mountains in 


1824." 


Mr. Henry, however, pointed out 


out distinctive difference in govern- 
ment as practiced in North and South 
America. "The South American coun- 
tries," lie said, "had far more cen- 
tralized governments than our own. 
and their 
peoples, 
therefore, had 


much lets experience- than citizens 
of Ihe United States in the art of 
local or self-government.

haps, explains why the governments 
of South America are less stable than 
our own."

Text: Luke '49:1-10,.45-48 


The story of Jesus and Zecehaeus is 


one of the most interesting and re- 
warding in all literature. There are 
two views or interpretations. 


One is the'traditional or commonly 


held notion that'Zacchaeus,'the Jew- 
ish tax gatherer, who had evidently 
become quite rich, was unjust and- 
an extortioner. 


The'privilege of collecting taxes, un- 


der the Romans, was rented or 'farm- 
ed out, and the successful bidder fre- 
quently'enriched himself by extorting 
more than he -was entitled to collect. 


According to this view, Zacchaeus, 


•through his curiosity to see Jesus, was 
so brought in contact with the Savior 
•that he was led to turn from his sin- 
ful ways and enlist himself among the 
true disciples. 
[It was a; great con- 


He proclaimed that on that clay salva- 
tion had come to the house of Zac- 
chaeus, He was making known pub- 
licly what was already a fact. 


There is considerable warrant for 


this view. 
Zacchaeus, in the great 


honesty of his declaration, said -that if 
he had taken.anything from any man 
by false accusation he would restore 
him four-fold. Thjs was what the 
•thief was required to restore under 
the law, and Zacchaeus virtually was 
saying, "If I have taken anything 
from any 
man 
wrongfully, I have 


been a thief." 


Manifestly., if his extortions had 


been great, he would not have been 
oble to make such restoration; so that 
it would seem that 
Zacchaeus was 


saying in effect, "I have striven to 
live l^onestly despite my profession. 
S'o far as I know, I have wronged no 
man." 


Whichever view we take, it was ,a 


glorious episode. Whether .Zacchaeus 
had been unfair to man and disregard 
ful of God, or whether he had geen a 
man striving to do his best tinder dif- 
ficult circumstances, dhe power of sal- 
vation came to him, and he stands.as 
an example,of grace.

and home under similar circumstances.

expression in a sermon ;by the famous, 
preacher, Robertson of 'Brighton. This 
preacher, whom many regarded as the 
greatest of the 19th century, left n 
great influence in the published vol- 
umes of his sermons, though he died 
at the early age of 37. In one of these 
sermons 'Robertson represents Zac- 
chaeus as a man who was unpopular 
—as a Jewish gatherer of taxes under 
a foreign Roman power would be— 
who was in a profession where he had 
constant temptation to enrich himself 
by .extortion, and whose resistance to 
temptation was weakened by the fact 
he had no reputation to sustain.

Chicken Pox or "Sorehead" 


Chicken pox. commonly called "sore- 
head," is a contagious disease of your 
chickens and wherever it once oc- 
cuds there is danger that it will again 
break out. For this reason the birds 
on all farms where outbreaks have oc- 
curred should be vaccinated for the 
disease. 


This disease does not cause heavy 


mortality, but usually causes a heavy 
reduction in the number of eggs laid, 
which makes it an expensive disease. 


Experimental daa show 
that 
tho 


laying flock should be vaccinated be- 
fore they start laying. The best time 
is when the birds are from 10 to 14 
weeks old. 


The simplicst and most economical 


method of vaccination for chicken pox 
is the stab method. To use this meth- 
od, the flock of birds arc cooped so 
they can be handled easily. The blade 
of a small-blacled knife is wrapped si 
that about,-one-eighth inch 
of th lip 


projects. The knife is dipped into the 
vaccine and the bird is stabbed twice 
on the 'thigh just breaking the skin. 


In time this place scabs over. The 


scabs finally dropping off. Care should 
be exercised in handling thc> vaccine 
to sec that it does not get on the un- 
feathcred parts of the birds, or is

education.

NANKING, China-(/P)-Conclusion 


j of a military pact between Russia and 
Outer Mongolia is seen here as a pos- 
sible turning point in the history of 
northern Asia, marking as it docs the 
first time in a decade that China and 
Japan are on the same side of tde 
fence. 


Japanese activities in Manchuria and 


Russian efforts in Mongolia have been 
only superficial similar, although both 
have resulted in the painting with new 
colors of hundreds of thousands of 
square miles blocked out in yellow on 
generally accepted maps of the Chi- 
nese empire.
